Mayor Questions Wisdom 
Of High School Debenture 



Substantial Increase I n 
Assessment After Revi- 
sion Forseen Bv Mayor 






The mayor's annual address to 
the taxpayers of Newmarket, Is as 
follows: 'The end of 1938 com- 
pletes five years for me as mayor. 

During that period our debenture 

debt has been reduced from $424,- 

$08.52 to $265,575.61. 

"The mayor and council cannot 
take thn credit for this reduction. 
The debentures for 15 or 20 years, 
as the case may be, automatically 
become paid off at the end of the 
term. But something f am proud 
of Is that during the five years no 
new debentures have been added 
to the town's debt, excepting the 
$17,000 to pay for the new well, and 
that the tax rate has been lowered 
from year to year. I hope also 
that a further reduction can be 
made for 1&39. A small debenture 
debt and a low tax rate is the sur- 
est way to stimulate a boom in 
house building. The building trade 
gives* employment to all classes of 
tabor, and will automatically re- 
lieve unemployment.

"Considerable agitation is going 
on about town regarding licens- 
ing the hairdressers," said Dr. J. 
H. Wesley, M. O. H., in a state- 
ment this week. 

"This is the situation as it ap- 
pears to the man on the street," 
said Dr. Wesley. "That desire to 
be beautiful and to be admired 
is born with every individual, 
and we men have to hand it to 
the opposite sex. much to their 
undoubted credit, that they far 
outdo their men folk when it 
comes to the perfection of the art 
of personal beauty, and so it is 
in the present age the art of the 
lady's coiffure has reached such 
a high standard of perfection. At 
present there is probably not a 
village of any size or importance 
in the province where there is 

not at least one lady who has cx- 

pensivt? equipment, devotes her 

time to hairdressing, and makes 
a comfortable living by doing so. 
And all this specialty has devel- 
oped in the last few years. Many 
of us can remember the first 
automobile that c?me to town, 
and yet the hairdressing business 
came after the car. 

"The ones in town asking for 
a by-law by which all hair- 
dressers would he licensed are 
the present hairdressers who 
have shops and moie or less ex- 
pensive equipment, where they 
are prepared to give all kinds of 
work to the hair, face and scalp 
that will transform an ordinary 
face and a brush-pile to one of 
great beauty and attraction. 

"The object of having all hair- 
dressers in town operating under 
a license is claimed to be for the 
benefit of the public. Greater 
care and cleanliness would be 
practised to prevent skin diseases 
of a contagious nature. Only 
those owning or operating a shop, 
having a license, and contribut- 
ing to the coffers of the town, 
would be allowed to do business. 
This would not mean that any- 
one could not comb his own hair 
any way he liked, hut it would 
mean that all travelling artist 
hairdressers about town, who arc 
not lucky enough to do business 
in a modem beauty parlor, would 
have to stotp. 

"I am in favor of every means 
of protecting the health of our 
people. It is said that cleanliness 
is next to godliness. Therefore, 
if licensing these workers is 
going to improve tlieir work, I 
am in favor of a town by-law for 
that purpose, but i would not be 
in favor of restricting the good 
work of the house-to-house artist 
as long as she has a license, con- 
forms to the terms of the by-law, 
and is a resident of the town. 
And here are the reasons. Not 
all the sick or afflicted ones are 
able to attend at the physician's 
office; so not all tht ones requir- 
ing to keep a presentable appear- 
ance according to the mode of 
the limes, arc able to go to the 
hairdresser's parlor, even though 
they can get much better service 
by doing so. Perhaps the mother 
cannot leave her family, perhaps 
a lady is afflicted in some way 
and requires service at her house, 
or perhaps it is a grandmother 
who requires a haircut or a 
finger-wave, for we all love to 
see dear old grandmother fixed 
tip and keeping her youthful ap- 
pearance with the rest of the 
family.

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COURT OF REVISION 

The meeting of the court of revision takes place 
next Wednesday evening in the council chamber. 
The mayor has arranged to appeal all assessment 
changes made this year. This should not nec- 
essarily mean that none of these changes win be 
accepted but that all will be subjected to scrutiny. 
Each assessment should be reviewed on its merits, 
without regard to who the property-owner may 
be. If an assessment has been unreasonably high 
and has been lowered it should be allowed to 
stand, but if an assessment has been unreason- 
ably lowered it should be restored to its former 
level. No assessor can be infallible. That is the 
reason for the court of revision. If the assessor 
has gone astray, in the opinion of the court of 

revision, and assessment is to quite an extent a 
matter of opinion, in any or a number of assess- 
ments then it is up to the court of revision to 
correct (hem. It is said that the large number 
of assessment changes this year have benefitted 
almost entirely more well-to-do citizens and not 
workmen. . It is more expensive properties that 
have fallen most in value, and perhaps these citi- 
zens have been more deserving of taxation relief. 
On the other hand, any move shifting a tax bur- f 
den, however slight, from well-to-do citizens to j 
other citizens, many of them less well-to-do, i 
deserves careful scrutiny. 



THAT WHEAT BONUS 

Is the federal government justified in paying to 
the farmers of western Canada a bonus on their 
wheat? The government is likely to have to pay 
between thirty and fifty million dollars to the 
western Canada farmers this year, it is estimated. 
The government undertook to see that the farmer 
got the equivalent of 80 cents for his grain at Fort 
William. The Fort William price was 62 cents at 
the end of September and 60 cents at the end of 
October. In other words, when the western 
farmer sells his wheat, three-quarters of the 
purchase price is coming from the customer and 
one-quarter from the government. That is a 
handsome bonus. 

U It Fair? ' 

Is it fair? Some think not. The Searlc Grain 
Company has a very good answer to give. This 
bonus is paid by the people of all parts of Canada, 
this company says, and it benefits the farmers of 
the west most. But the bonus will be spent 
principally in buying from eastern Canada, that 
is, Ontario and Quebec, so that these provinces 
Will be reimbursed for the heavier taxation that 
they must bear to pay the bonus. More than 
that, the Searle Grain Company estimates that 
the fanners of western Canada have sold overseas 
over $7,000,000,000 worth of wheat in the past 60 
years, and that they have spent most of this 
huge sum of money in eastern Canada. 

The Tariff Complaint 

The Searle Grain Company goes further and 
points out that western farmers have sold in open 
competition on world markets, "but have never 
been permitted to purchase their goods at pre- 
vailing world prices from the countries which 
bought their wheat, but on the contrary have been 
obliged to make, on every dollar's worth of goods 
they have purchased, an extra contribution in 
money which has gone partly into the coffers of 
the dominion government and partly into the 
treasuries of all Canadian manufactures and 
industries. This has been brought about by means 
of the Canadian tariff structure." The Searle 
Grain Company estimates that the western far- 
mers are "penalized** by the tariff to the extent 
of $50,000,000 a year, that is, plenty to pay the 
wheat bonus. 



NEW TRADE TREATIES 

Only experts will be in a position to make a 
guess as to the effects of the new trade treaties 
with the United States and Great Britain, but wo 
may all agree or disagree with the general prin- 
ciple involved. Needless to say, the staff of 
dominion government experts who have made the 
treaties believe that the treaty will be advan- 
tageous to Canada as a whole. They have made 
what tliey call "concessions" and they have 
received concessions, but they believe that they 
have gained more than they have lost. 

When Is A Concession A Gain? 

It is worth while stopping to think for a 
moment what is meant by "concessions." If 
Canada makes a tariff concession to the United 
States, it is a concession from the point of view 
of the industry or district in Canada which has 
been receiving protection, but it may be a gain 
from the point of view of most Canadians, that 
is, consumers. Unless a concession is made by 
an industry such as farming in which a very large 
proportion of people are engaged, it would seem 
that more Canadians will benefit from each con- 
cession than will lose. But the problem is more 
complicated than that. John Smith may feel that 
he has gained by a trade treaty if it permits htm 
to buy an imported article, say, an electric iron, 
more cheaply than he could have bought it before 
from a fellow Canadian, John Brown, But per- 
haps he has been selling something to John 
Brown, and now John Brown won't be able to 
buy from him. So we have to look at tariff 
changes both to see how they will affect our pur- 
chases and our sales. If a tariff concession will 
permit us to buy more cheaply, we must also con- 
sider whether it will take buying power from our 
customers, or from our customer** customers, and 
If it does whether we or our customer* wilt get 
new customer* in the country with which we 



have made the new trade arrangement. 

Ad Absnrdum 

As we said in the beginning, only experts will 
be able to guess at the final results. Generally 
speaking, however, freedom of trade is a good 
thing. For instance, if a tariff wall were set up 
between Ontario and Quebec neither province 
would be richer. Each would find the cost of 
living a little higher, for it would be necessary 
for Ontario to build cotton mills and for Quebec 
to build woollen mills. Quebec would have to 
build automobile factories and Ontario have to 
manufacture products, now supplied entirely or 
partly by Quebec. Each province would want to 
be self-sufficient. There would be producers in 
each province calling for' higher tariffs all the 
time. 

Hard To Go Back 

More than that, after the tariff wall had been 
in existence for a while, it would be almost 
impossible to do away with it To abolish it 
might ruin a new mushroom automobile town in 
Quebec or a cotton factory town in Ontario. 
Tariffs are an exception to the rule that it is 
easier to tear down than build up. Tariffs allow 
industries to grow that would not grow naturally, 
without protection. In the case of Ontario and 
Quebec it is obvious that we are better off, and 
the people of Quebec are better off, without a 
tariff wall between us. But so far as the tariff 
wall between Canada and the United States is 
concerned, we are in the same position as we 
would be if there were a long-established wall 
between Ontario and Quebec. It could not -.be 
abolished without injuring a lot of people on both 
sides of the border. 

No Good Keason 

We may well say that we would be better off 
had there never been such a tariff wall built, or 
we may say that the reason for the tariff wall 
against the United States was in the first place 
a nationalistic reason, that the purpose was to 
build ourselves into a more self-sufficient nation, 
but the fact remains that having built the wall 
we cannot suddenly tear it down. As the people 
of Canada and the United States could never 
possibly be engaged in war with each other, there 
is no good reason for either to want to be econom- 
ically independent of the other. The only justifi- 
cation for our tariffs is that their removal might 
ruin many people in both countries. Without 
tariffs, Newmarket might not be a thriving 
industrial town, or with the increased markets, 
Newmarkets industries might be much more 
successful. No one can say, but the tariff experts 
can make a pretty shrewd guess. t 

Ontario Farmers Somewhat Compensated 

Gradual removal of tariffs between Canada and 
the United States would be in the interests of the 
majority of people of both countries,. but it is not 
likely to come about in any hurry because the 
manufacturers, who like tariffs, are more influ- 
ential than the average person, and the interests 
of a great many other people, employees, and the 
people who sell to employees, are bound up with 
those of the manufacturers* For instance, if 
Newmarket were to lose its great industries, New- 
market properly values would fall to a fraction 
of their present figure, and if Ontario were to lose 
many industries, our farmers would lose many of 
their best customers. We in Ontario benefit more 
from the tariffs than do the people of the west or 
the extreme east. Our farmers have to pay more 
for their agricultural implements, but they sell 
their products to an industrial population. They 
lose and they gain. Of course, Ontario might 
have developed as an industrial province without 
tariffs, but probably not as much as she has done 
with tariffs. Perhaps, if the tariffs were suddenly 
removed, Ontario's industries would be able to 
hold "their own and would prosper more in a 
larger free-trade market. 

Credit To King Government 

These are the questions which Mr. King and his 
government have to consider when they start 
lowering tariffs. Ultimate removal of the trade 
barriers between Canada and the United Slates 
would mean greater prosperity for the two 
countries, but it is a goal that we are unlikely to 
reach for a long, long time. Progress must be 
slow to avoid too extensive injury to established 
industries and before we get very far govern- 
ments which believe in lower tariffs will give way 
to governments that do not. In the past, the 
tariff trend has been upward. Perhaps present- 
day nationalism throughout the world wilt give 
way to internationalism and to the revival of 
international trade through the removal of trade 
barriers. Tariffs are a cause of international 
hatred and ultimately of war. They cause more 
unemployment than they create. The King and 
Roosevelt administrations deserve great credit for 
the constructive trade agreements which they 
have just negotiated with each other and with 
Britain, .

"On Oct 30, accompanied by 
Game Warden Gordon Bute we 
came to the premises owned by 
the Smith brothers, on the Hol- 
land Marsh, where Shapcott and 
Ashcroft were working," testi- 
fied Game Warden Ernest Pros- 
per. "We found six muskrat car- 
casses and five oelte, seme parts 
of a gill-net, which is illegal, and 
Ilso the remains of a hen and 
cock pheasant. Shapcott said he 
was only working there and that 
(he skin?, etc., belonged to the 
Smith boys, and that he knew 
nothing about them. We also 
found several rat-traps in the 
river but we can't say whose 
they were. Then Shapcott told 
ms the pheasants were shot in 
the open season, but neither ho 
nor Ashcroft had a license to 
show me, and it is illegal to shoot 
hen pheasants. I wild say the 
pheasant had been shot five or 
six days anyway. As Shapcott 
wouldn't tctl me who killed the 

rats and pheasant, I booked the 

charges against all four of them." 
"Isn't It lawful to kill muskrats 

when they are destroying the 

crops?" asked Shapcott.

"As Shapcott and Ashcroft 
were at the shack when the 
pheasants were found, I find 
them guilty of having the hen 
pheasant," stated the magistrate. 
"I also find Shapcott guilty of 
having the muskrat pelts." 

On a joint charge of not hav- 
ing lights on a tractor, Henry 
Green, Brampton, driver of the 
tractor, was fined $5 including 
costs, while the charge against 
Fred Timbers, Stouffville, owner 
of the tractor, was withdrawn. 

County Constable Aubrey 
Fleury stated that he was called 
to an accident and found that the 
tractor, which was being towed 
by a car, had run into a car and 
that there were no lights on the 
tractor. 

Convicted on a reckless driv- 
ing charge, Thomas B. William- 
son. Toronto, had his driver's 
license cancelled for 30 days and 
in addition* was fined $10 and 
costs of $25.50, or ten days. The 
magistrate said that on account 
of the excellent driving record 
of Mr. Williamson he was can- 
celling his license only for a | 
short time. J. G. Sneath, Toronto, 
was defence counsel. 

"I was driving north on Yongc 
St., just north of Elgin Mills, on 
Oct. 8 at 2 p.m.," stated Edwin 
Sheppard, Aurora. "My two sis- 
ters were with me. Another car 
came from behind to cut out and 
it caught my front bumper. It 
went over . the fence into the 
Held but my car stopped, strad- 
dling the cast side of the fence. 
I could see no reason for the 
oilier car to cut in so close. I 
was driving straight and didn't 
change- my course.

"I suppose there will be a snow 
storm, a blizzard or an earth- 
quake because I want to attend 
the Institute convention in Tor- 
onto tomorrow," mourned I, on 
Monday evening of last week. 

"Why cross your bridges till 
you come to them," asked my 
better half, while mother ob- 
served comfortingly, "the wea- 
ther broadcast only said snow 
FLURRIES." 

However, in spite of premoni- 
tions of evil, the day dawned 
fair, although a biting wind 
howled through the trees, giving 
. a good imitation of the swish of 
the waves, that is the one sound 
for which we are lonesome at 
Ingtexide. 

But, when we three women 
stepped into our reeve's car, for 
that gentleman had kindly 
allowed us to ride down with 
him, winds and waves were for- 
gotten and we were ready for 
the day. 

Arrived at the Royal York, 
one thing struck us all, and I was 
just going to remark on it, when 
Mrs. Toole said, "Do you notice 
the number of really young wo- 
men here?" "So many more than 
the last session I attended," add- 
ed Mrs. Harper. 

They certainly wore there in 
numbers, and all with a purpose- 
ful air. which seemed to say 
"we're here to get information, 
and learn all we can." They 
were a wide-awake bunch. 

We had only to register before 
luncheon, so found time to watch 
the arrivals, and have more of a 
visit with other institutes, than 
often falls to the lot of we people, 
who only meet a few times in the 

year. 

As Mrs. Toole and I both dis- 
like facing high winds, and can 
Kct lost by turning around in 
front of the Royal York, wc stay- 
ed put, and had our lunch right 
there, "and a good lunch, too." 

At 1.30 p.m. we assembled in 
the convention hall, and it WAS 
an assembly, for a first day. I 
think it was, drawing on my 
limited experience, a record 
breaker. The session opened 
with the singing of "O Canada." 

and the Institute ode, after 
which, in the unavoidable ab- 
sence of the mayor, we were 
given civic welcome by Mrs. 
Plump t re. 

After welcoming us to the city, 
she spoke of the need of the 
urban and rural people for each 
other, and touched on the scope 
of the Women's Institute inter- 
ests—that they arc world wide. 
Mrs. McDowell, provincial presi- 
dent, then greeted the women. 
She said we must co-operate 
with the department of agricul- 
ture, and that our organizations 
will only he as strong as wc 
make them by sending good rep- 
resentatives. She went on to say 
that home economics, efficiency 

and homemaking, were our prin- 
cipal aims. Home, she said, 

should be a very lovely place, 
outside and in. Books and music 
should ploy a great part in the 
life of the home. 

Wc should all practise public 
speaking, and try to live up to 
the ideals we speak of. Her ex- 
perience has taught her that a 
speaker should remember three 
things (1) to stand so she may 
be seen; (2) speak that she may 
be heard; (3) and sit down to be 
appreciated. 

Have your material well pre- 
pared — something to say— and 
say it! And practise voice pro- 
duction. 

Next come Mrs. R. J. Marshall, 
bringing greetings from the local 
council of women. She spoke of 
the freedom we Canadian women 
enjoyed and the responsibility 
such freedom entailed. Also, of 
the debt wc owed our mothers 



and grandmothers, for the fight 
they made to gain women's 

rights. 

She paid tribute to the first 
council of women, organized by 
women of 26 Countries, with Lady 
Aberdeen as head, and begged 
us to use our votes" seriously. 
Mrs. Marshall also said the in- 
stitutes, being all united in one 
purpose, were stronger than the 
local council of women, who, 
being drawn from ail sorts of 
different organizations, had their 
interests divided. 

Mrs. Avalon, of the house- 
wives' association, then asked to 
address us. 

She said that they organized to 
enquire into prices, and to try 
to understand the spread between 
producer and consumer. 

She said they would like to 
come in contact with, and work 
with, farm women, for if women 
banded together — well, the men 
would be afraid — hence, women 
would gain their ends easily, and 
also we women should have rep- 
resentatives where laws arc 
made. 

The secretary treasurer's state- 
ment followed, and a few words 

from the chairman, Mrs. Abbott. 
She voiced the sentiment that 
women hate war, and hopes 
peace may continue. She spoke 
of our program stressing agri- 
culture and home economics. 

Mrs. James Howell then sang 
"O Lovely Night," and "In the 
Garden of Tomorrow," very 

pleasingly. 

Mrs. McCulloch gave reports 
on agriculture and Canadian 
industries. Reports were receiv- 
ed from 17 out of 18 institutes and 
through .their convenors they told 
of their efforts toward farm 
beautification, reforestation, re- 
claiming unused land for refor- 
estation, of papers on relation of 
plant world to civilization, birds 
in relation to agriculture, and for 
roll-call study of bird calls, 
animals, and flowers. 

In Miss McDermand's absence, 
Mrs. White reported on educa- 
tion. She felt that each year 
education shows marked advance. 
What docs education include? 
She begged that secretaries he 
explicit in sending in reports, so 
that they may he of benefit to 
district and area conventions. 
They show a great interest in 
adult education and some out- 
standing material was; a report 
of an old B. A. convention, story 
of the Institute for the Blind, the 
new course of study, university 
education for women, n teacher 
tells mothers what is expected of 
them, girlhood of Queen Eliza- 
beth, the coronation, crime, town- 
ship reeve talks on township 
affairs, music and singing, 
beauty culture, fault finding, 
Mendelssohn, Rockefeller Foun- 
dation, living, not just existing, 
Institute handbook, some ways 
to. gain knowledge, how can n 
family spend its evenings, what 
spot would you like to see in 
England, ten words on a woman 
in your own section, and fix up 
your school grounds. 

Mrs. White said that many of 
our school grounds were a dis- 
grace and our institutes should 
make nn effort to add some touch 
of beauty to their dlnglness. 

Alas, nt this point we had to 
leave, knowing that we were 
missing many treats by having to 
go, but duty called, and wo 
would not be true Institutes if 
the call of home were neglected. 
So, as we drove homeward, 
through the fast gathering dark- 
ness, we had lots to ponder on, 
for when women meet In con- 
clave, something of real worth Is 
carried from that meeting- 
something to enjoy, something 
to pass on, something to put into 
practise, something to live tip to, 



Profits Higher Hefore In- 
creased Taxes Ami Lower 
After, Statement Shows 

Growth in both assets and 
deposits are reported by the 
Imperial Bank of Canada for the 
year ended Oct. 31. Profits, while 
reduced slightly after provision 
for increased taxes, were suffi- 
cient for dividends at the usual 
rate, for write-off of bank prem- 
ises and provision for contin- 
gencies in the same amounts as 
in the previous year, and to add 
$11,343 to the profit and loss bal- 
ance, which now stands at 
$649,-375, " 

Including notes of and deposits 
with the Bank of Canada, 
cheques on and deposits with 
other banks, etc.. cash totals were 
S26,901v8fi0, or- IT per cent of the 
liabilities to the public, compared 
with $23,317,506. or 18 per cent 
of public liabilities a year ago. 
Assets which are quickly realiz- 
able, such as government bonds, 
other securities and call loans, 
with the cash, amounted to 
$101,195,040, which is 67 per cent 
of the public liabilities, the ratio 
being virtually unchanged in the 
period. 

Deposits by the public total 

$141,363,277, compared -with 
$132,198,089 12 months previous- 
ly. Deposits bearing interest at 
$95,203,907 arc increased some 
$4,000,000 and deposits not bear- 
! ing interest also arc up $4,000,000 
to $36,084,302. There is a small 
reduction in* deposits by the dom- 
inion government but provincial 
deposits are higher. The bank's 
o"-n note? in circulation totalled 
$5,573,813, down from $6,044,775 
a year ago. in accordance with 
the provisions of the statute 
under which currency circulation 
of chartered banks is gradually 
decreased, to be replaced by 
Bank of Canada notes. 

The most notable change in the 
bank's investments is the increase 
in short-term securities and a 
corresponding decrease in long- 
term bonds. The bank now has 
$16,048,031 invested in govern- 
ment securities maturing in less 
than two years, compared with 
$11,750,146 a year ago and only 
$9,424,887 two years ago. In the 
last 12 months, investments in 
bonds maturing after two years 
have drooped to S33.458.273 from 
$38,533,500. Municipal bonds are 
increased nearly a million dollars 
to $5,071,148. 

Current loans again show an 
increase, standing at $58,274,755, 
or about five per cent above a 
year ago. Call loans at $5,454,382. 
compare with $6,166,164 former- 
ly. Provinces and municipalities 
have increased their loans some- 
what in the period. Advt. 
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Reductions in telephone 
rales — local and long 

distance — in 1935, '36 
and '37 have effected 
savings to telephone 
users in Ontario and 
Quebec of nearly one 
million dollars yearly.
